DAWES VOTES 
ON TAX BILL 


Vice President Casts Deciding 
Ballot For First Time on 
Major Issue. 


W ashington, May 22.— Tile Sen­ 
ate passed its tax reduction bill 
calling for a $205,000,000 
slice, 
$84,000,000 less than the bill pass­ 
ed by the house. 
Final action 
was without a rollcall, last night. 
Vice President Dawes, voting for 
the first time on an 
im portant 
measure, 
saved 
$24,000,000 
by 
breaking a tie and knocking out 
an amendment offered by Senator 
Simmons, 
ranking 
Democratic 
member of the Senate finance com­ 
mittee, providing for a lower grad­ 
uated tax on small corporations. 
Dawes’ vote defeated the amend­ 
ment, 34 to 33. 
Publicity Feature Stands 
The Norris amendment provid­ 
ing full and free publicity to in­ 
dividual income tax returns stands 
in the bill. 
Passed th e other 
night when 
Senator 
Smoot, in 
charge of the bill, and his sup­ 
porters were caught asleep, it w'as 
not again brought to a vote. 
It 
is now* up to the Senate and house 
conferees to say w hether it shall 
stay in the bill. 
Passage of the bill was accom­ 
plished amidst great confusion. It 
was done after a bitter fight that 
took days and saw a stubborn fili­ 
buster. 
The filibuster, however, 
was not aimed at the tax bill it­ 
self. 
It was a determ ined stand 
to em barrass Boulder Dam legis­ 
lation, which is the next m ajor 
piece of legislation which the Sen­ 
ate will have to contend with. 
The bill-as passed conforms to 
adm inistration “figures of safety” 
fa r better than the House bill. 
One Dramatic Incident 
The only dram atic incident to 
the ttaeiuga revolved afbout the 
Simmons amendment.

TODAY’S TALK 


By GEORGE MATTHEW ADAMS 


GEORGE GIESING 
A 
READER of these little Talks intere isfed me many years ago 
• ^ 
in George Cissing. 
She sent to me a copy of his book, “The 
Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft.” 
I became so fascinaU*d th at I 
kept a t it until I finally succeeded in getting the first editions of all 
that Gissing ever wrote—and this collection is one of the choice 
possessions of this human being. 
But I keep going back to this one book which I 
have named. 
Gissing was finely educated. 
But his early life was 
clouded with 
poverty and two very unhappy m arriages. Toward the close, however, 
the one happy love of his life 
cam e—-and it beautified those last 
years. 
He was only a little past 40 when he died in France. 
The Ryecroft book is the story of Gissing’s own life. It is a book 
of beauty. 
He gives his philosophy of life and you walk with him 
through the fields, hear the morning bird* with him, and feel the 
touch of the frost upon the ground of early 
mornings in season, and 
you thrill with the glory of the sunsets and the colorings of N ature. 
You sit with him as famous men come to chat with him. 
You 
love every smallest touch of description, and you enter his moods ami 
walk silently across the fields w*ith him. It quiets your mind to read 
the book and makes you feel the beauty of life. 
Cissing was a lover of the classics. 
Yet most of his books deal 
with the problems of poverty and the unfortunate possessors of it. 
And there is a subtle humor on many of his pages and a w’arm sym ­ 
pathy throughout. 
It is gratifying to see many of the works of Gissing which were 
neglected now coming out in modern editions. 
His little book “By 
Hie Ionian Sea 
is sheer beauty. 
His short stories are among the 
best in the English language, and his letters are classics, to my no­ 
tion. 
George Gissing had to borrow money 
to 
get his 
first 
book, 
“W orkers In The Dawn, published. Only 277 copies were printed be­ 
cause his money ran out. 
Recently one of these copies sold a t auc­ 
tion in New York City for $1550! 
Somebody wanted *hat book very 
much that night, 
It is the story of the ages—fame and im mortality arising from 
the tomb!
